MAX YERGAN 


Max Yergan, National President of 
the National Negro Congress, has had 
a long and varied career in the 
struggle of the Negro People for full 
democracy. Born in Raleigh, North 
Carolina, he early became acquainted 
with the problems of his people. 


Always a sincere and devoted stu- 
dent, he distinguished himself at both 
Shaw University and Springfield Col- 
lege. After leaving college he became 
a secretary in the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association. 


The year 1915 found Max Yergan in 
Kenya, East Africa, doing Y.M.C.A. 
work among the armed forces sta- 
tioned there. Africa made a profound 
impression upon him. The suffering of 
Africans under the system of colonial 
rule remained indelibly written upon 
his mind. In 1925 he went to the Union 
of South Africa where for fifteen years 
he was to devote his life to work 
among African peoples as Y.M.C.A. 
secretary. Anyone acquainted with the 
difficulties which confronted him in a 
country where reaction and prejudice 
against Negroes reigned supreme, will 
acknowledge .the great courage, deter- 
mination, sactifice and foresight which 
his task demanded. But Max Yergan 
was equal to the task and today Afri- 
cans speak highly and warmly of the 


“ubuntu” (spirit) which motivated 
him. 


During this period Mr. Yergan was 
awarded the Spingarn Medal and the 


Harmon Award for his work in South 
Africa. 


In 1936 he left Africa with the firm 
conviction that he could best serve 
the cause of African people by the 
establishment of an organization in 
America which would acquaint the 
outside world about African questions 
and help bring about African freedom. 
In 1937 he formed the Council on 
African Affairs, of which he is the 
Executive Director, now actively func- 
tioning throughout the country. 


Besides being an authority on the 
colonial question and the author of 
numerous articles on this subject, 
including the pamphlets “Gold and 
Poverty in South Africa” and “Africa 
and the War”, Mr. Yergan has written

The people of Africa have a com- 
mon destiny with all peoples who are 
today fighting world fascism. Their 
participation in the war is vital to 
victory for the United Nations. Reali- 
zation of this fact is indicated by the 
growing demand that more Africans 
be armed and that African resources 
be fully utilized to hasten the defeat 
of the Axis Powers. 3 

The future of Africa and the inter- 
ests of her 160 million people, closely 
linked with those of the Negro People 
of America, demand far-reaching 
changes from the old system of colon- 
ial rule which for so long has. held 
Africans in bondage. The responsibil- 
ity for helping to bring about a better 
life for Africans rests upon the shoul- 
ders of the ‘people in the United 
Nations countries and upon those in 
the United States in particular. 

Among Africans themselves a new 
era has dawned and the continent is 
alive with growing movements expres- 
sive of African aspirations for free- 
dom. In West Africa this is particu- 
larly evident. The growth of the Afri- 
can press there and the youth move- 
ment, which in Nigeria alone claims 
a membership of some two million, 
are indicative of the new spirit sweep- 
ing the continent. Recognition of 
trade unions in Southern Africa has 
begun to place a powerful weapon in 
the hands of African workers toward 
the improvement of their low wage 
standards. 

The failure to fully arm Africans has 
undoubtedly retarded the allied war 
effort in North Africa and elsewhere. 


and spoken extensively on Negro 
problems both ir America and in 
Europe. For some years he was lec- 


turer at City College on “Negro His- 


tory and Culture”. 


Today he is a national figure, known 
for his courage, integrity and able 
leadership. His encouragement and 
assistance to numerous organizations 
and individuals has inspired them in 
the struggle against fascism. As Presi- 
dent of the National Negro Congress 
he is leading the work of this organi- 
zation toward the achievement of 
democratic rights for Negroes through 
active participation in the struggle to 
defeat world fascism. - 


Soldiers of the West African Frontier 
Force, of the King's African Rifles in 
East Africa and of the Belgian Congo, 
form only a small percentage of 
Africa's available manpower. The epic 
feat of the Congo troops who crossed 
the almost impenetrable forests of 
Central Africa and played a major 
role in freeing Ethiopia of Italian in- 
vadets is but a small indication of 
what Africans, given the opportunity, 
can do to defend their continent. 

While Africa’s resources are almost 
limitless, it is true that most of her 
mineral wealth is today unused. Africa 
possesses 26 of the 27 principal min- 
erals of world trade. The Belgian 
Congo and Southern Rhodesia produce 
over one-third of the world’s copper 
supply; South Africa, from whose 
mines comes over one third of the 
world’s gold, has tremendous deposits 
of iron ore and manganese. Coal, rub- 
ber, cotton, cocoa and coffee are 
amorg other valuable materials which 
the continent can make available for 
the war effort.

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NEGRO WOMEN IN INDUSTRY 


BY YVONNE GREGORY 


The laryve scale transition of Negro 
omen from domestic and other 
cids to industrial labor contains 
‘volutionary significance for the en- 
re future of Negroes in America. As 
ieir men are absorbed by the armed 
‘rces and Negro women move for- 
ard into the ranks of industrial 
orkers, a new way of life begins to 
olve that will considerably alter the 


lationship of the race to the Ameri- 
in scene. 


The history of Negro women has 
ways been the story of working wo- 
cn. As domestic servants they have 
‘tked long hours for almost token 
iy — and usually under the worst 
ssible conditions. They have been 
‘lated in .their jobs, rarely coming 
‘o contact with organized labor or 
ad sections of community life.

* industries by December, 1943.

Many war plants have admitted that 
better results are obtained from un- 
skilled women, for when they are 
trained as they work in a specific in- 
dustry they usually prove more effi- 
cient than those who have had to 
unlearn former work habits Thus, 
most industries recognize the superior- 
ity of in-plant training in recruiting 
their working personnel. Negro wo- 
men should not hesitate to insist on 
being allowed to take advantage of 
such opportunities. 


Many Negro women now employed 
in war industries had enrolled tn vari- 
ous training programs offered in their 
individual communities. Vocational 
schools, NYA shops, and similar cen- 
ters offer instruction without regard 
to race or creed, and thorougl: ground- 
ing received at these centers has en- 
abled large numbers of Negro wo- 
men to secure immediate employment. 
This type of training is offered free 
of charge to the applicant. 


Rather than consider war jobs as 
dead ends, Negro women must realize 
that after the war this country will 
be even more highly industrialized. 
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Women now in industry and those 
about to enter should learn all phases 
of their jobs and strive to improve . 
their positions so that they coanet

and courage. While rebuffs ate Better 
to endurc, they must realize that there 
are agencies set up specifically to 
guard aga'nst this type of practice. 


This is not a thing that they are ex-. 


pected to fight alone, and they should 
find employer opposition less dog- 
matic than it wat because of the pres- 
ent drain on available manpower. The 
United States Employment Service, 
FEPC, the Urban League. YWCA's, 
and similar orcanizations have gone 
to bat for Negro women and will offer 
guidance and advice as to the best 
avenues cf approach. 


At this point it seems obvious to 
mention the invaluable assistance that 
can be rendered to Negro women by 
organized lahor. In order to guarantee 
present standards of pay and regulate 
working conditions, most trade unions 
are anxious to include the mass of 
Negro werkers in their membership. 
This is not altogether motivated by 
humanitatian impulse. Tt 's a matter 
of self preservation. If large numbers 
of Negro women are employed at low- 
er wage scales than the remaining 
body of workers, the entire group 
is threatened Negro women. ts they 
understand this principle, are allying 
themselves with the unions, and there- 
by strencthering themselves Progres- 
sive labor groups insist that employ- 
ment he extended to all. rewardiess of 
race, creel, color or national origina. 
The exnocure of Negro women to the 
Trade Union Movement hat developed 
in them a new political awareness, and 
a feeling of the need for their parti- 
cipation in sencial action.
